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1, The 2d VP Bereitschaft of Land Brandenburg was stationed at 
the former ammunition depot, Pinnow, prior to early June 1950, 
The depot had previcusly been used by Land Brandenburg as a 
chilcren's village. 


2, the beroitsehaft, with a strength of about 50 officers anc 
1,000 police, was organized into a headquarters and four 
Kommandos, There was no Gondereinheit or special unit, 


3. Tho officers included : Oberpolizeirat Stiebeling (fnu), 
PK~Leiter, 40 years old, 150 em tall; Oberkomuissar Schoebel 
(fou), director of training, 45 years old, 165 em tall; Poli- 
zeirat Hitginger (fnu), administrative and supply officer, 
45 years old, 175 en tail; and Commissar Loereh (fnu), ope 
erations officer, 26 years o1d, 170 cm tall. 


4, The BDereitschaft had four T-34 tanks, four Soviet 75—=mn SP 
guns, four Soviet fourewheel armored scout cars, seven 
Smeriean-mada fulletrack ammunition carriers used for 
training drivers, seven or eight modei-34 light machine guns, 
and an undetermined number of 98K carbines, submachine guns 
models 38, 42 and 44, and 7,65—mm pistols models 03 and 33, 


5, The motor vehicles of the Bereitsehaft were trucks which were 
four Horehg and Pords, five passenger cars, and one Java 
motorcycle, 


6, The training program included driving armored vehicles, in- 
struction on tanks and motors, tactical classes, and political 
indoctrination which save preference to the history of the 
Communist Party of the U.S.8.R. over uernan historical topics. 
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Two Abteilungen of the 24 Komando were transferred to the 
Boitzenburg VP school in late april 1950. Some personnel of 
the Bereitschaft were detached to a Signal course at the 
Potsdam-iche Bereitschaft. Very few new personnel arrived 
recently. The average age of the men was about 21 years, 


The personnel of the Bereltschaft came from all parts of 
the Soviet Zone of Germany, Most of the new arrivals at 
the Bereitschaft were Saxons, 


About 50 pereent of the personnel belonged to the FDJ, The 
perecentaze was low, since many police had withdrawn from 
the Bereitschaft's FDI group after: an unspecified incident, 
fwenty percent of the personnel, most of them men with Long 
service, were members of the Bereitschaft's SED group, *
